1 . GA PLENARY - GENERAL DEBATE 

PANAMANIAN FOREIGN MINISTER BOYD DEVOTED APPROXIMATELY 
ONE-THIRD OF HIS GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENT IN GA COT. 8 
TO THE CANAL NEGOTIATIONS. AMB BENNETT REPLIED. OTHER SPEAKERS 
WERE FOREIGN MINISTERS OF CHAD, BURMA, UGANDA, MALI, 
BYELORUSSIA, BHUTAN, GUINEA-BISSAU AND HONDURAS. THERE 
WER NUMEROUS RIGHTS OF REPLY, INCLUDING FIVE TO ISRAELI 
FOREIGN MINISTERS OCT. 7 STATEMENT. GENERAL DEBATE SPEAKERS 
LISTED FOR OCT. 1 1 ARE: CENTRAL AFRICAN REPUBLIC, FIJI, 

YEMEN, SENEGAL, BARBADOS, GABON, NIGER AND MALDIVES. 

- CHAD - 

IN UNGA PLENARY GENERAL DEBATE ADDRESS OTOBER 8, FOREIGN 
MINISTER KAMOUGUE EMPHASIZED THE FOLLOWING ISSUES: 
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CHAD BORDERS - KAMOUGUE DENIED NEW YORK TIMES REPORTS THAT 
CHAD HAD CEDED PART OF ITS TERRITORY TO "NEIGHBORS" 

FOR INCREASED ECONOMIC AID. HE DECLARED CHAD WOULD NEVER 
YIELD TERRITORY TO ANYONE. KAMOUGUE STRESSED THE NEED 
FOR GENERAL ACCEPTANCE OF THE PRINCIPLES OF NON INTER 
FERENCE AND RECOGNITION OF THE SOVEREIGNTY OF STATES. 

SOUTHERN AFRICA - KAMOUGUE CALLED FOR "REALISTIC” 
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CONSIDERATION OF THE "BELATED" DIPLOMATIC INITIATIVES. HE 
SAID THE EFFORTS WOULD BE JUDGED ON HOW WELL THE BRITISH 
CONFERENCE ADOPTED MEASURES THAT REFLECTED THE 
WILL OF THE PEOPLE OF ZIMBABWE. ADVOCATING THE PARTICIPATION 
OF ALL GROUPS WHO "REPRESENT" THE PEOPLE OF ZIMBABWE, 
KAMOUGUE, HOWEVER, URGED THAT IAN SMITH BE EXCLUDED FROM 
THE TALKS. 

NORTH/SOUTH - THE FOREIGN MINISTER CALLED ON THE 
DEVELOPED COUNTRIES TO ACCEPT "FUNDAMENTAL CHANGES" IN 
CURRENT INTERNATIONAL TRADE RELATIONSHIPS. HE PROPOSED AN 
INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE TO DEAL WITH THE LDC DEBT PROBLEMS. 

LOS - KAMOUGUE ATTACKED THE MARITIME POWERS FOR 
"RETARDING" PROGRESS AT THE CONFERENCE. HE CLAIMED THIS 
EFFORT WAS BEING MADE SO THE MARITIME POWERS COULD "CONTINUE 
THEIR HEGEMONY AND EXPLOITATION OF THE SEABEDS." 

KAMOUGUE REITERATED HIS SUPPORT FOR PREFERENTIAL TREATMENT 
FOR LANDLOCKED COUNTRIES. (REPEATED INFO N'DJAMENA) 

- BURMA - 

IN A DISPASSIONATE GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENT, FOREIGN 
MINISTER U HLA PHONE ADDRESSED: 

UN MEMBERSHIP - CONSISTENT WITH ITS SUPPORT OF THE PRINCIPLE 
OF UNIVERSALITY, BURMA STRONGLY ENDORSED UN MEMBERSHIP 
FOR VIETNAM AND ANGOLA. 

SOUTHERN AFRICA - HLA PHONE CONDEMNED SOUTH AFRICA FOR 
ITS ILLEGAL OCCUPATION OF NAMIBIA AND APARTHEID, AND 
THE ILLEGAL REGIME IN RHODESIA. THE MINORITY REGIMES 
WOULD ONLY CHANGE "THROUGH UNITED ACTION ON THE PART OF 
THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY." 
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KOREA BURMA REGARDED THE NORTH/SOUTH JOINT STATEMENT 
OF JULY 4, 1972 "AS NA ACT OF STATESMANSHIP OPENING 
THE DOOR FOR A DIALOGUE TO FACILITATE CONDITIONS FOR A 
PEACEFUL SOLUTION OF THE KOREAN PROBLEM;" ANY SOLUTION TO 
THE PROBLEM MUST INVOLVE PARTICIPATION OF BOTH ROK AND DPRK. 

MIDDLE EAST - THE RIGHT OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE TO 
ESTABLISH THEIR OWN STATE WAS A "BASIC PREREQUISITE" 

FOR ESTABLISHMENT OF PEACE. THE SOVEREIGNTY AND 
TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF "ALL STATES IN THE REGION" 

AND THEIR RIGHT TO LIVE WITHIN SECURE AND RECOGNIZED 
BORDERS MUST BE RESPECTED. "RECTIFICATION" OF PROBLEM OF 
ISRAELI-OCCUPIED ARAB LANDS WAS OF "UTMOST IMPORTANCE." 
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SE ASIA - HLA PHONE WELCOMED THE END OF WAR IN 
KAMPUCHEA, VIETNAM AND LAOS, AND STATED THAT THE 
COUNTRIES OF HIS REGION NOW HAD "AN OPPORTUNITY TO 
WORK TOGETHER FOR THEIR COMMON OBJECTIVES OF SAFEGUARDING 
NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE, PROMOTING PEACE, AND SOCIAL 
PROGRESS." (HE DID NOT MENTION ANY SPECIFIC INITIATIVES.) 

DISARMAMENT - BURMA URGED "DUE CONSIDERATION" OF THE 
REQUEST FOR A SPECIAL SESSION AT THE GA ON DISARMAMENT. 

LOS - ALTHOUGH BURMA HAS TO THIS DATE HELD BACK IN 
UNILATERALLY ESTABLISHING A 200-MILE EXCLUSIVE ZONE, THE 
PROSPECT OF UNDULY PROTRACTED NEGOTIATIONS ON THIS 
QUESTION WOULD CAUSE BURMA "TO JUDGE WHAT MEASURES ARE 
NEEDED TO PROTECT" ITS NATIONAL MARITIME INTERESTS, 

INCLUDING THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A NATIONAL MARITIME 
ZONE. 

NORTH/SOUTH - NOTING THE VARIOUS INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCES 
WHICH HAVE HIGHLIGHTED PROBLEMS OF ECONOMIC ADVANCEMENT, 
U HLA PHONE SAID THAT, ALTHOUGH "A FAVORABLE INTERNATIONAL 
SETTING CAN BE CONDUCIVE TO PROMOTING ECONOMIC PROGRESS, 
THE MAIN EFFORT FOR DEVELOPMENT MUST BE BY DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES THEMSELVES." (REPEATED INFO RANGOON) 

- PANAMA - 
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IN OCTOBER 8 GENERAL DEBATE ADDRESS TO UNGA PLENARY, 
PANAMA'S FOREIGN MINISTER BOYD DWELT MOST HEAVILY ON 
CANAL NEGOTIATIONS. A SUMMARY OF THE POINTS HE EMPHASIZED 
FOLLOWS: 

CANAL NEGOTIATIONS - BOYD SAID THAT HE WAS SPEAKING TO 
DEMONSTRATE HOW MISTAKEN THE UNITED STATES REMAINED IN 
INSISTING IN PERPETUATING ITS PRESENCE IN THE COLONIAL 
ENCLAVE KNOWN AS THE PANAMA CANAL ZONE. BOYD LINKED US 
EXPLOITATION OF THE CANAL ZONE WITH PANAMA S ECONOIC 
PROBLEMS AND SAID THAT IT WAS NOT JUST THAT THE MOST 
POWERFUL NATIONAL CONTINUES TO EXPLOIT THIS RESOURCE 
FULLY WHILE THE PANAMANIAN PEOP 
LE SUFFERED MOST ELEMENTAL 
NEEDS. 

BOYD SAID THAT PANAMANIANS HOPED THAT DR. KISSINGER, 

IN SPITE OF THE NORTH AMERICAN CAMPAIGN RHETORIC, WOULD 
ARRIVE AT AN AGREEMENT WHICH WOULD SATISFY THE LEGITIMATE 
ASPIRATIONS OF THE PANAMANIAN PEOPLE. HE DESCRIBED THE 
CANAL ZONE AS AN "ANACHRONISTIC COLONIAL ENCLAVE" 
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WITHOUT JUSTIFICATION. 

BOYD CITED MANY STATEMENTS IN SUPPORT OF THE 
PANAMANIAN POSITION. 

BOYD SAID, "PANAMANIANS ASK THEMSELVES TO WHAT 
DEGREE STATEMENTS BY THE SECRETARY (PROMISING SUCCESSFUL 
AND PROMPT COMPLETION OF THE NEGOTIATIONS) ARE CREDIBLE 
WHEN, ALTHOUGH INVOLVED IN GREAT DIPLOMATIC ACTIVITY IN 
SOUTH AFRICA TO ACHIEVE ACCEPTANCE BY A MINORITY OF THE 
PRINCIPLE OF NON-DISCRIMINATION AND POLITICAL EQUALITY, 

HE CANNOT AVOID THE PARALYSIS OF ALL DIPLOMATIC ACTIVITY 
DIRECTED AT RESOLVING SIMILAR PROBLEMS IN PANAMA." 

BOYD ASKED: "WHAT CAN WE THINK OF ALL THE ACTIVITY AND 
LEADERSHIP OF THE UNITED STATES TO ACHIEVE 
DECOLONIZATION IN OTHER PARTS OF THE WORLD WHEN IT 
PERSISTS IN MAINTAINING A COLONIAL SITUATION IN THE 
HEART OF OUR COUNTRY?” 
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BOYD ALSO CITED GENERAL TORRIJOS' COMMENTS ON THE 
STATEMENTS ON THE CANAL NEGOTIATIONS BY PRESIDENT FORD 
AND GOVERNOR CARTER DURING THE OCTOBER 6 DEBATE, IN 
WHICH TORRIJOS SAID THAT THE SUPERFICIAL MANNER IN WHICH 
THIS EXPLOSIVE THEME WAS TREATED IS AN ACT OF IRRESPON- 
SIBLITY TO THE AMERICAN PEOPLE.AND THAT 20,000 SOLDIERS 
OF THE SOUTHERN COMMAND SLEEP IN ANXIETY WITH COMBAT 
BOOTS, A RIFLE AND CANTEEN READY. 

BOYD MADE ONE VERY BRIEF FAVORABLE REFERENCE TO THE 
ANNOUNCEMENT THAT AMBASSADOR BUNKER WOULD RETURN TO 
PANAMA. HE SAID THAT PANAMA BELIEVED THAT THERE WAS TIME 
BETWEEN NOW AND NOVEMBER 2 TO MAKE CONSIDERABLE PROGRESS 
IN THE NEGOTIATIONS. 

HE SPECIFICALLY CITED AS "THE GREATEST DIFFICULTY" 

OF THE NEGOTIATIONS THE DIFFERENCES OF POSITIONS OVER 
DURATION OF THE TREATY: PANAMA DESIRED IT TO END BY THE 
YEAR 2000 WHILE THE US DESIRED 30 TO 50 YEARS, "WHICH 
INCLUDES THE USEFUL LIFE OF THE CANAL." 

ANGOLA AND VIETNAM - THEY SHOULD TAKE THEIR PROPER 
PLACES IN THE ASSEMBLY. 

INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM - PANAMA HAS CONTINUALLY 
DEPLORED TERRORISM AS EVIDENCED BY ITS CHAIRMANSHIP OF 
THE AD-HOC COMMITTEE ON TERRORISM CREATED BY THE 27TH 
GA. THE UN MUST INTENSIFY ITS EFFORTS TO ELIMINATE 
CAUSES OF TERRORISM. 

LEBANON - BOYD REGRETTED THIS TRAGEDY BUT WAS 
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PLEASED WITH THE PROSPECT OF NEW TALKS. 

MIDDLE EAST - THE PROBLEM CAN ONLY BE SOLVED WITH 
ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM TERRITORIES OCCUPIED IN THE 
1967 WAR, IMPLEMENTATION OF SC RESOLUTIONS 242 AND 338, 

AND RESOLUTION OF THE QUESTION OF A PALESTINE STATE 
WHICH INCLUDED GAZA AND THE WEST BANK; JERUSALEM SHOULD 
BE GIVEN SPECIAL INTERNATIONAL STATUS AND THE ARABS MUST 
ACCEPT THE RIGHT OF ISRAEL, AS THAT OF ANY OTHER STATE 
WITHIN THE REGION, TO LIVE WITHIN SECURE BORDERS. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CYPRUS - FOREIGN TROOPS MUST BE WITHDRAWN IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE 1974 GA RESOLUTION. 

GUATEMALA AND BELIZE - PANAMA HOPEFULLY LOOKS TO A 
PROMPT AND MUTUALLY BENEFICIAL SOLUTION, THROUGH 
NEGOTIATION, OF EXISTING DIFFICULTIES. 

MALVINAS ISLANDS - PANAMA SUPPORTED ARGENTINA IN 
ITS CLAIM TO SOVEREIGNTY OVER THE ISLANDS. 

BOLIVIA - PANAMA HOPES THE NEGOTIATIONS TO GIVE 
BOLIVIA AN OUTLET TO THE SEA WOULD ACHIEVE THEIR 
OBJECTIVE. 

SOUTHERN AFRICA - INDICATING HIS GOVERNMENT'S INTER- 
EST IN AND PROTECTION OF THE BASIC RIGHTS OF MEN, BOTH 
ITS OWN NATIONALS AND FOREIGNERS UNDER ITS JURISDICATION, 

BY CITING PANAMA'S 1972 CONSTITUTION, BOYD DECRIED 
"APARTHEID AND RAMPANT RACISM." HE RECOGNIZED AND NOTED 
WITH SATISFACTION THE RECENT US AND BRITISH DIPLOMATIC 
AND POLITICAL ACTIVITIES, IN PARTICULAR THOSE OF HENRY 
KISSINGER, WHICH APPEARED TO BE LEADING TO FRUITFUL 
RESULTS, AND INDICATED HIS GOVERNMENT'S SUPPORT FOR 
AFRICA'S LIBERATION STRUGGLES. (REPEATED INFO PANAMA) 

AMBASSADOR BENNETT'S RIGHT OF REPLY TO PANAMA'S FOREIGN 
MINISTER FOLLOWS: 

" I RISE WITH REGRET, AND ADMITTEDLY IN CONSIDERABLE 
PERPLEXITY, TO OFFER A BRIEF REPLY TO CERTAIN REMARKS MADE BY 
THE FOREIGN MINISTER OF PANAMA TO THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY THIS 
MORNING. LET ME MAKE TWO OR THREE POINTS FOR THE CLARIFICATION 
OF THE ASSEMBLY. 

THE FOREIGN MINISTER OF PANAMA HAS TODAY ATTACKED THE 
PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES, AND THE PRESIDENT'S 
PRINCIPAL OPPONENT IN OUR CURRENT ELECTORAL CAMPAIGN. HE HAS 
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ALSO ATTACKED THE CREDIBILITY OF THE SECRETARY OF STATE. IT IS 
DIFFICULT FOR MY DELEGATION TO PERCEIVE HOW SUCH ATTACKS ON 
UNITED STATES LEADERS CAN ENHANCE THE PROSPECTS FOR SUCCESSFUL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONCLUSION OF EFFORTS TO REVISE EXISTING TREATY ARRANGEMENTS 
REGARDING THE PANAMA CANAL. 

IN HIS REMARKS THIS MORNING THE FOREIGN MINISTER OF 

PANAMA ASSOCIATED THE PANAMA CANAL TALKS WITH CURRENT EFFORTS 

UNDER WAY TO BRING A SETTLEMENT OF SOUTHERN AFRICAN QUESTIONS. 

LET ME EMPHASIZE HERE, MR. PRESIDENT, THAT THE SECRETARY OF 
STATE OF THE UNITED STATES IS DETERMINED TO CONTINUE HIS 
NEGOTIATIONS IN BEHALF OF ACHIEVING MAJORITY RULE IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA, TO ENSURING THE ACCEPTANCE OF THE PRINCIPLES OF NON- 
DISCRIMINATION AND POLITICAL EQUALITY. MY DELEGATION HAS BEEN 
DISAPPOINTED THAT THE FOREIGN MINISTER OF PANAMA, OR ANYONE 
ELSE, WOULD CAST ASPERSIONS ON THESE EFFORTS OF THE UNITED 
STATES SECRETARY OF STATE. 

THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT IS COMMITTED, AND HAS BEEN 
FOR A LONG TIME, TO WORKING OUT A TREATY WITH THE 

GOVERNMENT OF PANAMA TO REVISE CURRENT ARRANGEMENTS WITH RESPECT 
TO THE PANAMA CANAL. THIS VERY MORNING’S NEWSPAPERS CARRIED THE 
ANNOUNCEMENT THAT THE UNITED STATES AND PANAMA HAVE AGREED TO 
RESUME NEGOTIATIONS WITHIN THE NEXT TWO WEEKS ON A NEW TREATY. 

THE INTEGRITY AND COMMITMENT OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES AND HIS SECRETARY OF STATE ARE THUS ONCE MORE 
DEMONSTRATED BY THIS ANNOUNCEMENT, MADE IN THE MIDDLE OF A BUSY 
POLITICAL CAMPAIGN." 

PANAMA'S REPLY TO BENNETT: 

PANAMA'S PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE ILLUECA REPLIED 
TO BENNETT ALONG FOLLOWING LINES: NEGOTIATORS HAD NOT 
MET SINCE MAY. A CONDITION OF GREAT DIFFICULTY FOR 
PANAMA HAS EXISTED FOR A LONG TIME. FOREIGN MINISTER 
BOYD HAD DIRECTED HIS REMARKS TO THE "JUST AND WISE" 

PUBLIC OPINION IN THE US SO THAT AMERICAN PEOPLE WOULD 
KNOW THE SUFFERING AND ANGUISH OF PANAMA'S PEOPLE. ILLUECA 
GAVE EXAMPLES OF ALLEGED RACISM IN CANAL ZONE. HE SAID 
PANAMA HAD NO WISH TO OFFEND PRESIDENT FORD OR GOVERNOR 
CARTER, WHO ARE TWO OUTSTANDING AMERICANS, BUT PANAMA 
WAS OFFENDED TO WITNESS THEIR STRUGGLE TO SEE WHO IS 
THE MOST LIKE RONALD REAGAN. ILLUECA WAS PLEASED WITH 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BENNETT'S STATEMENT THAT NEGOTIATIONS WOULD BE PURSUED, 

BUT PANAMA WOULD WANT THEM TO TAKE THE RIGHT COURSE 
LEADING TO AN IMMEDIATE END OF US JURISDICTION OF 
PANAMANIAN TERRITORY. 

UGANDA - 

FOREIGN MINISTER ABDALLA EMPHASIZED THE FOLLOWING ISSUES 
IN HIS OCTOBER 8 GENERAL DEBATE SPEECH TO THE UNGA PLENARY: 

ENTEBBE RAID ABDALLA CHARACTERIZED ISRAELI ACTION AT 
ENTEBBE AIRPORT AS "CRIMINALLY PRE-MEDITATED" AND A 
"FLAGRANT" VIOLATION OF THE SOVEREIGNTY AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY 
OF UGANDA. DECLARING THAT UGANDA WOULD NEVER CONDONE 
TERRORISM, HE SAID THE DECISION TO LET THE PLANE LAND WAS 
BASED "PURELY 1 ' ON HUMANITARIAN GROUNDS. ABDALLA MAINTAINED 
THAT ISRAEL SHOULD HAVE BEEN "GRATEFUL" FOR THE "EXCELLENT 
EFFORTS" PRESIDENT AMIN WAS MAKING FOR THE RELEASE OF THE 
HOSTAGES. ABDALLA DENOUNCED THE "MALICIOUS AND UNFOUNDED" 
ALLEGATIONS AGAINST UGANDA MADE BY THE COSTA RICAN FOREIGN 
MINISTER. THE COSTA RICAN HAD IMPLIED THAT UGANDA HAD BEEN 
PARTY TO THE HIJACKING. 

SOUTHERN AFRICA - NOTING THE "VARIOUS PROPOSALS" FOR A 
PEACEFUL SOLUTION WHICH HAVE RECENTLY BEEN MADE, ABDALLA 
STRESSED THAT TWO YEARS WAS TOO LONG TO WAIT FOR MAJORITY 
RULE. HE URGED INTENSIFICATION OF THE ARMED STRUGGLE UNTIL 
THE PEOPLE OF ZIMBABWE ACHIEVED THEIR GOAL. ABDALLA ALSO 
DENOUNCED COUNTRIES WHO HAV ATTEMPTED TO "ENHANCE THE 
CREDIBILITY OF THE " VORSTER REGIME." 

MIDDLE EAST- ABDALLA DECLARED THAT ISRAELI AMBITIONS WOULD 
HAVE BEEN "CRUSHED" WITHOUT THE MILITARY AID PROVIDED BY 
"POWERFUL IMPERIALIST FORCES." 

NORTH/SOUTH - NOTING THE URGENT NEED TO ENHANCE DEVELOPMENT 
PROSPECTS IN THE LDCS, ABDALLA DECRIED THE "LACK OF 
COMMITMENT" SHOWN BY THE DEVELOPED WORLD TO IMPLEMENT THE 
NIEO. CLAIMING CIEC WAS "DEADLOCKED," HE PROPOSED THAT 
ALL FUTURE INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC NEGOTIATIONS SHOULD BE CON- 
DUCTED UNDER UN AUSPICES. 
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ANGOLA AND VIETNAM - ABDALLA HOPED THAT THESE TWO 
COUNTRIES WOULD SOON TAKE THEIR "RIGHTFUL PLACES" IN 
THE UN. 
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- MALI - 

FOREIGN MINISTER CISSOKHO EMPHASIZED THE FOLLOWING ISSUES: 

SOUTHERN AFRICA - MAKING NO MENTION OF AMERICAN 
INITIATIVES, CISSOKHO NOTED THE FAILURE OF "SOME UN MEMBERS" 

TO IMPLEMENT SANCTIONS AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA AND RHODESIA. 

HE ESPECIALLY DENOUNCED THE RECENT FRENCH AGREEMENT TO 
SELL SOUTH AFRICA A NUCLEAR REACTOR. CISSOKHO 
WARNED AGAINST ANY "STALLING TACTICS" ON THE PART OF THE 
MINORITY REGIMES AND URGED THE CONTINUATION OF ARMED STRUGGLE 
UNTIL "TOTAL LIBERATION" WAS ACHIEVED IN SOUTHERN AFRICA.

IN HIS REMARKS BEFOE THE OCTOBER 8 GENERAL ASSEMBLY

(B) SYRIA (ALLAF) ALLEGED ALLON SPEECH COVERED EVERYTHING 
BUT REAL ISSUE - OCCUPATION OF ARAB LANDS AND INFRINGEMENT 
OF RIGHTS OF PALESTINIANS. HE FOUND INSULTS AGAINST UN 
STRANGE COMING FROM STATE "CREATED" BY UN RESOLUTION THAT 
"DISMEMBERED PALESTINE AND GAVE MOST OF IT TO ZIONISTS." 

IT WAS ALSO IRONICAL FOR STATE "BASED ON TERRORISM" TO 
RAISE ISSUE AT EVERY OPPORTUNITY BUT TO EXLUDE ITS OWN 
"STATE TERRORISM." ALLAF REJECTED ALLON'S DEFENSE OF 
TIES WITH SOUTH AFRICA, CITING VORSTER TOURS OF MILITARY 
AIRCRAFT AND TORPEDO-BOAT PLANTS DURING "RELIGIOUS" VISIT 
TO JERUSALEM. HE FIR MET ,Y DENIED CHARGES RE SYRIAN JEWS, 

CITING TESTIMONY OF AMERICAN JEWS AND MIKE WALLACE TV 
PROGRAMS AS EVIDENCE THAT SYRIAN JEWS ENJOY FULL EQUALITY 
AND PROSPERITY. HE ALLEGED ISRAEL WAS NOT REALLY INTERESTED 
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IN WELFARE OF JEWS OUTSIDE ISRAEL AS SHOWN BY ITS CONCERN 
WHEN JEWS IMMIGRATED ELSEWHERER THAN TO ISRAEL. ISRAEL IS 
NOT SINCERE IN PROCLAIMING DESIRE FOR PEACE, ALLAF ASSERTED. 
OTHERWISE IT WOULD WITHDRAW FROM OCCUPIED TERRITORIES. IT 
COULD NOT EXPECT TO NEGOTIATE END OF STATE-OF-WAR AGREEMENTS 
UNTIL IT ENDED OCCUPATION, WHICH IS ITSELF AN ACT OF WAR. 
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(C) EGYPT (MEGUID) SAID ALLON UNDERRATED INTELLIGENCE 
OF GA MEMBERS AND HAD NOT SUCCEEDED IN CONCEALING OWN 
RAGE AGAINST GA AND POSITIONS IT HAD TAKEN ON ISRAELI 
ACTIONS IN THE OCCUPIED TERRITORIES. AS LONG AS THE GA 

DID NOT ENDORSE ISRAELI ACTS OF TERRORISM. ISRAEL APPARENTLY 
WOULD ATTACK IT AND REJECT ITS RESOLUTIONS. MEGUID THOUGHT

CHROME IN RHODESIA IN VIOLATION OF UN SANCTIONS. 

AND DECLARED THAT IT WAS NOT POSSIBLE FOR THE CONSCIENCE 
OF AFRICA TO RRUST THE WEST TO SETTLE THE PROBLEMS OF 
NAMIBIA, RHODESIA OR SOUTH AFRICA. INSUFFICIENT 
ATTENTION HAD BEEN GIVEN TO FOREIGN DOMINATION IN WESTERN 
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SAHARA AND EAST TIMOR, AREAS WHICH HAD NOT BEEN DECOLONIZED 
CORRECTLY. MOROCCO REPLIED TO REFERENCE TO SAHARA. 

BYELORUSSIA (MARUSHKEVICH) CITED ROLE OF NATO COUNTRIES 
AND REFERRED TO INVESTMENT BY TSUMEB MINING AS WELL AS 
CANADIAN AND UK MINING FIRMS IN NAMIBIA. UKRAINE SPOKE OF 
THE 2.000 FOREIGN MONOPOLIES GETTING SUPER PROFITS IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA. 

TANZANIA (RUPIA) MENTIONED US IMPORT ANTION OF RHODESIAN 
CHROME, AND QUOTED NYERERE AS SAYING THAT WHEN MULTI 
NATIONS INVESTED IN A COUNTRY THEY INVESTD IN POLITICAL 
STABILITY, AND HE ADDED THAT IN SOUTHERN AFRICA THAT STABILITY 
MEANT APARTHEID. SOME MEMBERS OF "THIS HALL" WANTED 
TO PROTECT THEIR ECONOMIC INTERESTS, BUT "WE IN AFRICA"" 

ARE COMMITTED ATO ARMED STRUGGLE TO LIBERATE NAMIBIA AND 
ZIMBABWE, RUPIA CONCLUDED. OMAN (AL-SAID) SUGGESTED 
A CODE OF CONDUCT FOR TRANSNATIONALS SHOULD BE 
RE-EXAMINED IN LIGHT OF THE EXPLOITATIVE PRACTICES, 

AND "CONSIDERATION SHOULD PERHAPS BE GIVEN TO PROVIDING

AFRICA AND THE ILLEGAL RHODESIAN REGIME.

CHINA (WU MIAO-FA) QUOTED STATISTICS CONCERNING KNOWN 
RESERVES OF RAW MATERIALS AND MINERAL DEPOSITS OF AFRICA,
